That  the  engagement  of  C.  E.  Haylett,  late  First  Class  Library  Attendant, 
at  bs.  a  day  (for  three  days  weekly)  to  lay  down  a  new  Author  Card 
Catalogue  (expiring  in  June  next),  be  continued  for  a  further  period  of  two 
years  to  lay  down  a  Subject  Catalogue  ; 

which  was  read. 

And  a  Motion  being  made  and  Question  put,  That  this  Court  doth 
agree  with  the  Committee  in  their  said  Report,  the  same  was  resolved 
in  the  Affirmative,  and  it  is  Ordered  accordingly. 

Ordered,  That  the  Report  be  printed,  and  a  copy  sent  to  every  Member 
of  this  Court.

^'  wnose  names  are  hereunto  subscribed,  of  your  Library  Committee,  to  whom 
on  the  thirteenth  day  of  January,  1876,  it  was  referred  to  carry  into  execution 
the  Report  of  your  Committee  on  so  much  of  the  Reference  of  the  10th  January,  1870, 
as  relates  to  the  transfer  of  the  Records  of  the  Corporation  to  the  custody  of  the  Town 
Clerk,  do  certify  that  in  accordance  with  those  instructions  we  have  duly  proceeded 
therein,  and  beg  to  submit  for  the  information  of  your  Honourable  Court  the  Annual 
Report  of  Mr.  Town  Clerk  with  reference  to  the  Documents,  Records,  &c,  in  his 
custody,  to  which  is  appended  a  list  of  the  names  of  those  persons  who  inspected 
the  Records  d  uring  the  past  year. 

During  the  year  arrangements  were  made  for  the  removal  of  the  Records  contained 
in  the  Town  Clerk's  principal  Strong  Room,  which  was  required  in  connection  with 
the  proposed  Guildhall  rebuilding  scheme. 
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Mr.  A.  H.  Thomas,  the  Records  Clerk,  in  the  early  part  of  the  year,  prepared,  for 
the  information  of  your  Committee,  a  general  Report  on  the  Records  of  the  Corporation 
contained  in  the  several  Strong  Rooms  of  the  Guildhall.  This  Report  has  been  laid  before 
us,  but  Mr.  Thomas  having  joined  H.M.  Forces  on  the  1st  October  last,  consideration  of 
his  several  recommendations,  and  also  the  question  of  appointment  of  Assistants  to  him, 
have  of  necessity  been  for  the  present  deferred. 

The  duties  of  the  position  in  connection  with  the  more  immediate  requirements  of 
the  Office  have  been  carried  on  under  the  Town  Clerk's  directions  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Craker, 
of  his  Office,  who  was  for  some  years  in  the  Record  Department. 

We  beg  to  submit,  in  accordance  with  the  instruction  of  your  Honourable  Court 
of  the  29th  June,  1899,  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Librarian,  upon  the  Library  and 
Museum,  together  with  a  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1914. 

Your  Honourable  Court  by  an  Order  dated  the  6th  June,  1912,  authorised  the 
engagement  of  C.  E.  Haylett,  late  First  Class  Attendant,  for  two  years  at  55.  per  day 
(three  days  weekly),  to  lay  down  a  new  Author  Card  Catalogue,  and  subsequently 
continued  his  engagement  for  a  further  period  of  one  year. 

This  work  is  now  completed.  The  Subject  Catalogue,  however,  now  remains  to  be 
taken  in  hand.  This  work  we  estimate  will  occupy  two  years,  and  we  recommend  that 
we  be  authorised  to  continue  Hay  left's  services  for  the  purpose  accordingly,  and  at  the 
same  pay  as  heretofore. 

During  the  year  a  very  notable  addition  was  made  to  the  Library  by  the  purchase 
of  a  Manuscript  with  the  following  title  : — 

"  The  XII.  Worshipfull  Companies  or  Misteries  of  London  with  the  armes 
"  of  all  them  that  have  bin  Lord  Maiors  of  the  same  for  the  space  of  almost 
"  300  yeares,  of  every  Company  particulery.    Also  most  part  of  the  Sheriffs 
"  and  Aldermen.    An0  1609." 
Also  by  a  valuable  donation  from  the  Gresham  Committee,  consisting  of  ninety-four 
volumes. 

Many  interesting  gifts  have  added  to  the  value  and  interest  of  the  Museum,  and 
some  of  its  contents  have  been  re-arranged  to  much  greater  advantage  than  heretofore. 

Special  reference  should  be  made  to  the  important  and  valuable  addition  of  Roman 
antiquities  found  on  the  site  of  3-6,  King  William  Street,  and  presented  to  the  Museum 
by  the  City  Lands  Committee. 

We  also  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Director  of  the  Art  Gallery,  together 
with  a  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  1914. 

Several  valuable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  exhibits  in  the  Art  Gallery 
during  the  year,  a  list  of  which  is  embodied  in  the  Report  of  the  Director. 

All  which  we  submit  to  the  judgment  of  this  Honourable  Court.  Dated  this 
twenty-first  day  of  April,  1915.

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THIRTY-NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CORPORATION  RECORDS. 


To  the  Worshipful  the  Library  Committee. 

In  accordance  with  an  Order  of  the  Court  of  Common  Council  of  the  16th  December,  1875, 
that  a  Report  be  submitted  annually  to  your  Committee  at  the  meeting  in  the  month  of  March, 
upon  such  records  of  the  City  as  are  in  the  Town  Clerk's  custody,  the  progress  made  in  arranging, 
calendaring  and  indexing  the  same,  as  well  as  upon  their  condition  generally,  I  have  the  honour  of 
submitting  the  following  statement  : — 

During  the  year,  arrangements  had  to  bo  made  for  the  removal  of  the  Records  contained  in 
my  Principal  Strong  Room,  which  was  required  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Guildhall 
rebuilding  scheme.  Accommodation  was  found  for  the  bulk  of  the  Records,  including  the  Letter- 
Rooks,  Repertories  and  Journals,  in  vaults  in  the  Crypt,  specially  fitted  up  for  the  purpose,  whilst 
the  large  series  of  Rolls,  comprising  the  Husting  Rolls  of  Deeds  and  Wills,  Pleas  of  Land, 
Common  Pleas,  the  Rolls  of  Pleas  and  Memoranda  and  the  Coroner's  Rolls,  were  removed  to  the 
Muniment  Room  adjoining  the  Museum. 

The  several  Indexes  and  the  MSS.  known  as  Liber  Albus,  Liber  Horn,  Liber  Memorandorum 
and  other  volumes,  were  placed  in  the  C  harter  Room. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year,  much  time  was  devoted  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Thomas,  the  Records 
Clerk,  in  preparing,  for  the  information  of  your  Committee,  a  general  Report  on  the  Records  of 
the  Corporation  contained  in  the  several  Strong  Rooms  of  the  Guildhall.  This  Report  has  already 
been  laid  before  your  Committee. 

Mr.  Thomas  has  also  been  engaged  in  continuing  the  Calendar  to  the  Pleas  and  Memoranda 
Rolls.  These  Holls,  which  are  101  in  number,  and  date  from  1324  to  1484,  are  of  great  historical 
interest,  and  second  only  to  the  Letter-Books  in  the  variety  of  literary  information  they  contain. 
The  Calendar  has  been  brought  down  to  Roll  32. 

The  following  documents  have  been  transferred  to  the  Town  Clerk's  custody  by  Mr.  Coroner 
♦luring  the  course  of  the  year  : — 

Fire  Inquests  Papers,  1888-1898. 

Cripplegate  Fire  Inquest  Papers  and  Depositions,  19th  November,  1897. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  state  that  Mr.  Thomas  joined  H.M.  Forces  on  the  1st  October  last, 
having  been  gazetted  a  Captain  in  the  10th  Battalion  Lancashire  Fusiliers. 

Since  this  date  the  duties  of  the  position  in  connection  with  the  more  immediate  requirements 
of  the  office,  have  been  carried  on  under  my  directions  by  Mr.  F.  J.  ("raker  of  my  office,  who  was 
for  some  years  in  the  Record  Department,  and  I  have  to  report  to  your  Committee  that  the  persons 
who  have  consnlted  the  Records  since  the  absence  of  the  Records  Clerk,  have  had  every  facility 
afforded  them,  and  received  the  necessary  guidance  in  conducting  their  searches.

SIXTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1914. 


To  the   Worshipful  the  Library  Committee. 

Gentlemen, 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  the  honour  to  report  upon  the  work  of  the 
Library  and  Museum  during  the  year  1914. 

Statistics  of  Attendances. — The  total  number  of  readers  and  visitors  was  -475,103,  as 
compared  with  503,529  in  the  previous  year.  The  total  daily  average  was  1,641,  as  compared  with 
1,779  in  1913.    (See  Appendix  II.) 

Lending  Department. — During  the  year  4,310  volumes  were  issued  from  the  Lending 
Department  to  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Corporation,  as  against  5,391  in  1913,  showing  a 
decrease  of  1,081. 

Closing. — The  institution  was  closed  from  the  7th-14th  May,  inclusive,  for  the  Reception  of 
the  King  and  Queen  of  Denmark,  12th  May  (Newspaper  Room  closed  on  12th  May  only)  ;  from  the 
8th-12th  June,  inclusive,  for  the  Annual  Festival  of  the  Royal  Masonic  Institution  for  Boys,  10th 
June  ;  on  the  4th  August  (Library  at  5  p.m.,  Newspaper  Room  at  2  p.m.)  for  the  International 
Dental  Cougress  ;  on  the  4th  September,  until  2  p.m..  for  the  Prime  Minister's  Speech  on  the 
War  ;  and  from  the  5th-12th  November,  inclusive,  for  the  Mayoralty  Banquet. 

Additions  to  the  Library. — The  total  additions  to  the  Library  during  the  year  amounted  to 
13,915;  they  consisted  of  74  manuscripts,  2.938  printed  books,  10,815  pamphlets,  broadsides  and 
playbills,  88  prints,  maps  and  plans.    Of  these,  1,370  represent  purchases,  and  12,545  donations. 

Bookbinding  and  Repairs. — During  the  past  year  1,493  volumes  have  been  bound,  432 
volumes  lettered  and  repaired,  and  453  prints  and  maps  mounted. 

Purchases. — The  principal  purchase  of  the  year  was  a  manuscript  with  the  following  title  :  — 

The  XII  "Worshipfull  Companies  or  Mistcries  of  London  with  the  armes  of  all  them  that  have 
bin  Lord  Maiors  of  the  same  for  the  space  of  almost  300  yeares,  of  every  Company  particulerlv. 
Also  most  part  of  the  Sheriffs  and  Aldermen.    An0  1609. 

This  manuscript  was  written  and  emblazoned  by  William  Smith,  Rouge  Dragon 
(1597-1618),  and  contains  the  coats  of  arms  of  the  members  of  the  twelve  great 
Companies  who  served  the  offices  of  Mayor,  Alderman,  or  Sheriff,  during  the  years 
1232-1609,  amounting  to  466  shields. 

The  volume  is  of  great  importance  on  account,  of  the  illustration  of  the  City's 
armorial  bearings  which  it  contains. 

The  City  coat-of-arms,  which  is  not  registered  at  Heralds'  College,  has  undergone 
various  changes,  since  our  first  record  of  it  in  1381.  An  attempt  was  made  in  April,  1911, 
to  trace  these  changes,  and  discover,  if  possible,  how  the  City  became  possessed  of  its 
armorial  bearings  in  their  present  form.  The  results  of  a  very  extended  search  amongst 
the  City's  archives  and  the  books  in  the  Library  were  embodied  in  a  report  presented  to 
the  Common  Council,  in  which  it  i3  recorded  that  no  earlier  date  than  the  year  1633  could 
be  found  for  the  use  of  the  dragons  as  supporters,  and  the  City  motto — Domiue  dirige  nos. 
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This  manuscript  carries  the  date  back  to  1609.  A  similar  manuscript  was  prepared 
by  the  same  author  in  1605,  and  is  now  in  the  Bodleian  Library,  Oxford.  It  is  significant 
that  the  same  Herald  in  depicting  the  City  coat  in  1588  and  again  in  1605,  omits  the 
supporters  and  the  City  Motto,  hut  in  1609  adds  the  dragons  as  supporters  and  the  City 
Motto.    (See  illustration.)    It  is  possible  to  infer  from  this  that  the  supporters  were

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added  to  the  City's  arms  between  the  years  1605  and  1609.  The  fact  that  these  additions 
were  made  by  an  officer  of  the  College  of  Arms  is  important,  but  whether  he  was 
responsible  for  their  first  use,  or  found  some  earlier  authority  for  so  doing,  is  not  at 
present  known.  No  record,  however,  has  been  found  in  the  City's  archives  authorising 
the  alteration,  but  the  following  entries  which  seem  to  relate  to  the  manuscript  itself  will 
be  read  with  interest  :  —

The  payment  is  duly  recorded  in  the  Bridge-House  Accounts,  under  the  heading — 
Money  lent — as  follows  :  — 

Payd  to  William  Smyth  ate  Roodgedragon  the  ffyrst  of  July  1609  by  Order 
of  Court  for  A  booke  of  Armes.  xxx11 

Nothing  definite,  however,  is  known  of  the  manuscript's  history  until  it  appeared  in 
the  sale  in  May  last  of  the  library  of  the  late  Mr.  J.  E.  Hodgkin,  of  Richmond,  a  well- 
known  collector  of  historical  documents,  medals,  tokens,  and  engravings,  and  no  record 
remains  of  the  source  from  which  Mr.  Hodgkin  acquired  it.

Donation's. — A  valuable  donation  was  received  during  the  year  from  the  Gresham  Committee, 
consisting  of  ninety-four  volumes.  The  gift  included  an  extra-illustrated  copy  of  the  "  Beauties 
of  England  and  Wales,"  extended  from  nineteen  to  fifty-two  volumes,  a  volume  of  plates  to 
Captain  Cook's  "  Voyage  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  in  1776-80  "  (which  was  wanting  to  complete  the 
Library  copy  of  the  work),  together  with  copies  of  Fraser's  "  Views  in  Calcutta,"  1826,  and 
Moore's  "  Views  of  Rangoon,"  1825-6,  containing  forty-seven  very  finely  coloured  plates.  The 
Society  of  Engineers  completed  the  set  of  "  Engineering"  in  the  Library  by  presenting  the  first 
eighteen  volumes,  1866-74. 

Gifts  have  also  been  received  from  the  following  bodies  and  institutions  : — The  Board  of 
Education,  the  Trustees  of  the  British  Museum,  the  Carpenters'  Company,  the  Dickens  Fellowship, 
for  the  National  Dickens  Library,  the  Drapers'  Company,  the  Grand  Priory  of  the  Order  of  the 
Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem  in  England,  the  Merchant  Taylors'  Company,  the  Meteorological 
Council,  the  Honourable  Society  of  the  Middle  Temple,  the  London  County  Council,  the  National 
Library  of  Wales,  the  National  Museum  of  Wales,  the  City  of  Paris,  the  Smithsonian  Institution, 
the  Society  of  Antiquaries,  the  United  States  Government,  and  the  City  of  York.

Sanson,  Mr.  Edward  Smith,  Mr.  Samuel  Spencer,  A.M.Inst.CE.,  C.C.,  Mr.  Alexander  Tillie, 
Mr.  Algernon  Todd,  C.C.,  Mr.  George  Tucker,  and  Mr.  J.  0.  Williams. 

English  Philological  Endowment. — The  annual  income  received  from  this  Endowment 
amounts  to  about  Twenty  Pounds.  During  the  year  twenty-six  volumes  have  been  purchased,  and 
there  remained  in  hand  a  balance  of  38/.  19s.  Id. 
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Monumental  Inscriptions  in  City  Churches. — Further  progress  has  been  made  with  this 
work  by  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Jewers,  and  the  following  churches  have  been  completed  since  the  last 
annual  report:— St.  Benet,  Paul's  Wharf,  St.  Botolph,  Aldersgate,  St.  Botolph,  Aldgate, 
St.  Botolph,  Bishopsgate,  St.  Bride,  Fleet  Street,  St.  Clement,  Eastcheap,  and  St.  Dunstan  in  the 
East.  The  manuscript  now  extends  to  537  folio  pages,  and  contains  757  emblazoned  shields 
of  arms. 

Print  Collection. — The  principal  additions  include  the  following  : — An  equestrian  portrait 
of  the  Duke  of  Wellington  in  Hyde  Park,  painted  by  Daubrawa,  engraved  by  J.  Harris,  1844  ; 
a  view  of  London  extending  from  Somerset  House  to  the  Tower,  F.  B.  Werner  delin,  G.  B. 
Probat,  excud.circ.1740 ;  Survey  of  London,  Westminster  and  Southwark,  circ.  1740-50  ; 
mezzotint  portraits  of  eight  Aldermen  of  London,  engraved  by  John  Simon.  1725,  2  sheets  ; 
portrait  of  Robert  Waithman,  Lord  Mayor  1823-4,  R.  Page  pinx.  J.  Kennerley  sculp.  1818  ; 
and  four  sepia  drawings  by  J.  C.  Buckler,  1823-8. 

The  valuable  panoramic  view  of  London  by  Hollar,  dated  1647,  which  was  formerly  kept 
folded  in  a  cover  in  one  large  sheet  and  showed  signs  of  serious  deterioration,  has  been  carefully 
repaired,  restored  and  mounted  to  its  original  size  in  seven  sheets. 

The  collection  of  mezzotint  portraits  exhibited  in  the  Library  Corridor  at  the  close  of  1913 
was  continued  during  the  past  year,  and  was  then  succeeded  by  a  selection  of  views  and 
portraits  taken  from  Curtis's  work  upon  the  North  American  Indian. 

Deposits. — The  collection  of  parish  records,  which  now  numbers  nearly  5,000  manuscripts, 
has  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  forty-seven  volumes  and  a  number  of  miscellaneous  papers 
received  from  the  Vestry  of  the  parish  of  St,  Bene't  Fink,  covering  the  dates  1829  to  1889.  Part 
of  the  deposit  of  the  books  of  the  parish  of  St.  Alphage,  London  Wall,  namely,  the  Vestry  Minutes, 
1593-1853,  7  vol.,  and  the  Churchwardens'  Accounts,  1527-1864,  7  vol.,  have  been  returned  to  the 
church  of  St.  Alphage,  being  required  by  the  Rector  who  is  engaged  in  writing  a  history  of 
the  parish. 

During  the  month  of  May  some  historical  pamphlets  upon  the  Great  Fire  of  London,  1666, 
belonging  to  the  Royal  Library  at  the  Hague,  were  deposited  in  the  Library  for  the  use  of 
Mr.  Walter  G.  Bell,  author  of  "  Fleet  Street  in  seven  centuries,"  who  is  engaged  in  writing  a  work 
upon  the  Great  Fire.  The  practise  of  lending  books  and  manuscripts,  and  depositing  them  in  some 
large  Reference  Library  convenient  for  consultation  by  authors  who  could  not  otherwise  have  access 
to  them,  is  now  generally  adopted  by  the  great  libraries  of  the  world. 

Publications. — Grants  of  works  published  by  the  Corporation  have  been  presented  to  the 
College  of  Law,  Kioto,  St.  Bride's  Institute,  Sir  Robert  Buckell,  and  Newport  (Mon.)  Corporation 
Museum.    The  net  sales  for  the  year  by  the  Corporation's  agent  amounted  to  161.  12s.  8d. 

Medals. — A  complete  set  of  the  medals  struck  by  the  Corporation  to  commemorate  civic  events 
was  presented  for  deposit  iu  the  New  Guildhall  of  Londonderry. 

Badges. — A  copy  of  the  badge  worn  by  the  members  of  the  King  of  Denmark's  Reception 
Committee  was  presented  by  Sir  Alfred  Bower,  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  and  a  badge  worn  by 
the  City  of  London  Police  Reserve  was  received  from  the  Police  Committee. 

Annual  Inspection. — The  annual  inspection  of  the  Library,  Newspaper  Room  and  Museum 
was  made  on  the  2nd  March,  1914,  in  accordance  with  the  Resolution  of  the  Library  Committee: 
12th  June,  1911. 

Staff. — A  vacancy  in  the  Attendant  staff,  caused  by  the  death  of  W.  G.  Cripps,  Second  Class 
Attendant,  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  G.  R.  Wake. 
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The  following  members  of  the  staff  have  joined  the  Colours  : —

Temporary  arrangement-  have  heen  made,  as  far  as  possihle,  for  the  performance  of  their 
duties  until  their  return.  It  must,  however,  be  evident  that  the  withdrawal  of  so  many  from  a 
comparatively  small  staff  has  thrown  increased  duties  upon  the  remainder,  and  I  am  happy  to  have 
this  opportunity  of  recording  my  appreciation  of  the  ready  way  in  which  these  extra  duties  have 
been  performed. 

M use  I'M. — The  most  important  work  of  this  year  has  been  in  connection  with  excavations. 
When  the  old  General  Post  Office  was  demolished  in  the  winter  of  1913,  a  large  series  of  Roman 
rubbish  pits  was  disclosed,  which  had  been  dug  through  the  brick  earth  covering  the  site,  into  the 
gravel  beneath.  During  the  month  before  Easter,  1914,  the  lowest  portions  of  120  of  these  were 
carefully  excavated,  the  cost  of  the  undertaking  being  shared  by  the  Corporation  and  the  Goldsmiths' 
Company,  and  the  work  being  carried  out  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Museum  Clerk. 
The  finds  included  a  few  whole  pots,  and  many  thousands  of  fragments  of  "  Samian  "  and  coarse 
pottery,  besides  building  materials,  whetstones,  beads,  knives,  coins,  and  other  small  objects,  which 
at  present  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Postmaster-General.  The  examination  of  the  pottery 
occupied  many  weeks,  and  has  produced  valuable  results.  In  the  first  place,  it  has  been  possible  to 
as-ign  dates  to  most  of  the  holes,  between  50  A.D.  and  200  A.D.  In  the  second  place,  by  the 
association  in  the  same  hole  of  datable  with  undatable  pottery,  light  has  been  thrown  on  many  types 
of  the  latter.  It  is  now  possible,  from  evidence  obtained  in  this  way,  to  date  very  much  of  the 
coarse  Roman  pottery  in  the  Guildhall  collections.  The  evidence  will  also  be  invaluable,  when  it  is 
published,  to  excavators  of  Roman  sites  in  all  parts  of  the  country.  The  Museum  Clerk  read  a 
paper  before  the  Society  of  Antiquaries  on  February  11th,  1915,  which  included  his  report  on 
this  excavation. 

In  the  summer  of  1914.  the  buildings,  Nos.  3-6,  King  William  Street,  were  demolished,  and 
another  series  of  five  large  Roman  pits  was  uncovered.  Part  of  the  site  belonged  to  the 
Corporation.  The  site  was  therefore  visited  daily  for  nearly  three  months,  and  the  finds  from  this 
{-art  of  it  carefully  collected.  From  the  fragments  thus  obtained,  nine  "  Samian  "  vessels  of  the  first 
century  have  been  pieced  together,  and  are  now  in  the  Museum.  These  include  a  decorated  vessel 
finer  than  any  previously  found  in  London,  and  two  specimens  of  a  shape  otherwise  unknown  in 
England.  A  lamp,  two  coins,  and  other  objects  of  pottery  and  bronze  were  also  obtained  from  this 
spot.    All  these  antiquities  have  been  presented  to  the  Museum  by  the  City  Lands  Committee. 

In  view  of  the  large  amount  of  time  occupied  in  watching  these  excavations,  and  the  absence 
through  enlistment  of  some  of  the  staff,  little  further  re-arrangement  has  been  carried  out  in  the 
Museum.  The  most  important  work  in  this  connection  was  the  removal  of  the  two  fragments  of 
Cheap  Cross  to  a  more  suitable  position.  A  general  label  has  been  printed  for  this  exhibit,  and  for 
the  mediaeval  spurs  (see  Appendix  IV.),  and  82  small  labels  have  been  printed  on  the  hand 
printing  press. 

The  collections  of  seventeenth  century  tokens  have  been  amalgamated,  and  arranged  in  one  of 
the  cabinets  presented  last  year  by  the  Dowager  Lady  Dimsdale. 

The  mosi  important  accessions  recorded  in  addition  to  the  "  Samian  "  pottery  mentioned  above, 
include  the  following  : — Replica  of  the  seal  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  Mary  of  Elsyngspital,  Cripplegate, 
presented  by  the  Rev.  Prebendary  Glendinning  Nash  ;  a  bushel  measure,  shovel  and  strike,  used  in 
the  Corn  Meter's  office,  1834,  presented  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Davidson  ;  a  carved  staff',  possibly  used  in 
connection  with  the  office  of  a  Corn  Meter,  presented  by  Alderman  Sir  John  Baddelev  ;  and  two 
tobacco-rolls,  used  ;is  shop  signs,  presented  by  Messrs.  J.  Carter  and  Co.  Useful  additions  to  the 
Roman  pottery  were  made  by  purchase,  and  244  seventeenth  century  tokens  were  also  purchased. 
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Forty-one  prints  were  added  to  the  collection  of  photographs  of  threatened  buildings.  The 
falling  off  in  number,  as  compared  with  last  year,  is  due  partly  to  the  builders'  strike  and  partly  to 
the  War.  Forty  negatives  were  also  made  for  reproduction  in  Col.  Sir  James  Gildea's  book  on 
King  Edward  VII. 

Considerable  use  has  been  made  during  the  year  by  students  and  others  of  the  collection  of 
"  Samian  "  pottery.  In  particular,  Mr.  Donald  Atkinson,  Research  Fellow  of  University  College, 
Reading,  has  examined  in  detail  the  whole  collection,  specially  with  reference  to  the  potters'  marks. 

Loan  Exhibitions. — Two  Sheraton  armchairs,  two  chairs  from  Newgate  Chapel,  and  the 
baluster  armchair  received  from  the  City  Corn  Meter's  Office,  were  lent  for  an  exhibition  of  old 
furniture  held  in  Carpenters'  Hall  during  May  and  June,  1914.  Four  old  chairs  were  also  lent  for 
a  term  of  three  months  to  the  GefFrye  Furniture  Museum,  Kingsland  Road. 

Photographing. — During  the  year  15  permits  to  photograph  objects  in  the  Library  and 
Museum  have  been  granted,  and  the  sum  of  U.  13s.  received  in  fees. 

Visits  of  Societies,  &c. — Special  visits  have  been  made  to  the  Library  and  Museum  by 
the  members  of  various  societies  and  by  parties  from  schools  and  other  institutions,  numbering 
6,207  persons. 

Appendices. — The  returns  appended  to  this  report  are  (Appendix  I.)  of  Payments  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1914,  and  of  Receipts  and  Payments  on  the  Wages  and  the  Book 
Accounts  for  the  same  period  ;  (Appendix  LI.)  of  Statistics  of  readers  and  other  visitors  ; 
(Appendix  III.)  of  an  Analysis  of  the  books  issued  to  readers  on  two  average  days  ;  and 
(Appendix  IV.)  specimens  of  Museum  descriptive  labels.

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THE  ELEANOR  CROSSES. 

The  two  pairs  of  shields  of  arms  (England  and  Castile)  exhibited  here  are  all  that  is  known  to 
remain  of  Cheap  Cross,  one  of  the  most  famous  of  the  Eleanor  Crosses. 

On  November  28th,  1290,  Eleanor  of  Castile,  the  queen  of  Edward  I.,  died  at  Hardeby,  now 
called  Harby,  near  Lincoln.  Her  body  was  carried  in  solemn  procession  through  England  from 
Lincoln  to  Westminster  Abbey,  where  her  tomb  can  still  be  seen  ;  and  on  the  spot  where  the  great 
cortege  halted  at  the  end  of  each  day's  march,  a  stately  cross  was  afterwards  erected  by  the  King 
to  her  memory.  These  crosses  stood  at  Lincoln,  Grantham,.  Stamford,  Geddington,  Northampton, 
Stony  Stratford,  Woburn,  Dunstable,  St.  Albans,  Waltham,  and  in  Cheapside  and  at  Charing  Cross. 
Most  oi  them,  after  suffering  many  vicissitudes,  were  finally  demolished  by  the  puritanic  fury  of  the 
seventeenth  century,  but  those  at  Geddington,  Northampton  and  Waltham,  more  or  less  mutilated 
or  restored,  still  stand  where  they  were  built. 

Of  Waltham  Cross  only  the  lowest  storey  and  the  figures  of  the  second  storey  are  original. 

Cheap  Cross  stood  at  the  end  of  Wood  Street  in  Cheapside,  and  was  erected  by  Michael  of 
Canterbury.  Of  its  original  design  we  have  no  record,  but  doubtless  in  general  appearance  it  was 
similar  to  that  at  Waltham.  In  the  course  of  its  history  it  suffered  much  restoration,  mutilation, 
and  desecration.  It  was  restored  at  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century,  no  doubt  in  the  latest  Gothic 
style  of  the  period.  In  1522,  1533,  and  1554  we  read  of  its  gilding  in  honour  of  royal  functions. 
Subsequently  it  was  desecrated  more  than  once  by  unknown  roughs.  A  further  desecration  was 
the  addition  of  an  image  of  Diana,  which  served  as  a  water  conduit,  Finally,  on  the  2nd  of  May, 
1643,  to  the  beating  of  drums  and  blowing  of  trumpets  and  general  rejoicing,  the  scarcely 
recognisable  successor  of  Edward's  cross  was  completely  destroyed. 

Charing  Cross  was  the  finest  of  the  whole  series.  It  stood  where  the  statue  of  Charles  I.  now 
looks  down  Whitehall. 


MEDIAEVAL  ENGLISH  SPURS. 

The  series  of  spurs  exhibited  in  this  case  illustrates,  from  specimens  found  in  London 
excavations,  the  evolution  of  the  English  spur  from  Norman  to  Stuart  times. 

The  importance  of  the  spur  in  the  middle  ages  was  considerable,  for  besides  its  practical  value 
to  every  horseman,  it  had  some  emblematic  value  as  a  symbol  of  knighthood.  The  putting  on  of 
gilt  spurs  had  its  place  in  the  investiture  of  a  knight,  and  his  degradation  was  indicated  by  hacking 
the  spurs  from  his  heels,  just  as  the  epaulettes  and  other  insignia  are  torn  from  the  uniform  on 
similar  occasions  at  the  present  day. 

The  earliest  form  of  English  spur,  as  used  in  Norman  times,  took  the  shape  of  a  single 
point  attached  to  the  two  arms  which  encircle  the  heel,  and  was  known  as  the  Prick  Spur.  The 
spread  of  the  arms  is  generally  wide,  for  the  spur  was  worn  outside  the  chain  armour  then  in  use. 

This  was  superseded  by  the  Rowel  Spur,  which  first  appears  in  the  year  1240,  on  the  second 
seal  of  Henry  III.  We  know,  however,  from  the  evidence  of  monumental  brasses,  that  rowels 
were  not  in  common  use  till  nearly  a  century  later.  Prick  spurs  are  represented  as  late  as  1347 
on  a  brass  in  Elsyng  Church,  Norfolk.    This  is  the  last  appearance  in  this  form. 

About  the  middle  of  the  fifteenth  century  a  striking  change  took  place  in  the  spur,  for  its  neck 
grew  gradually  longer,  and  by  the  end  of  the  century  attained  the  extraordinary  length  seen  in 
some  of  the  examples  here  shown.  This  length  of  neck  was  necessitated  by  the  horse-armour  then 
in  fashion,  which  projected  like  an  iron  valance  from  the  sides  of  the  horse.  It  will  be  noticed  that 
the  spurs  of  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries,  the  great  age  of  chivalry  and  pageantry, 
considerably  outnumber  those  of  the  preceding  and  succeeding  centuries.

I  beg  to  submit  to  you   my  Annual  Report  of  the  work  of  the  Guildhall  Art 
Gallery  for  the  year  iy  14,  with  a  Statement  of  the  Expenses. 

Dnring  the  year  the  Gallery  was  open  to  the  public  for  208  days,  and  was  visited  by  67,793 
persons. 

The  attendances  of  Art  Students  who  have  your  Committee  s  permission  to  study  in  the 
Gallery,  numbered  127. 

Within  the  like  period  the  Gallery  has  come  into  possession  of  the  following  works  : — 

1.  Oil  Painting.  "The  Sonnet,"  by  Lady  Alma-Tadema,  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Edmund  Gosse.
